The Western Rallread Strike. 


The Louisv. lie Ledger gives some jater- 
esting particulars of the great railroad strike 
inthe West and North. The strike is by 
theengineers and firemen emplcyei by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. The 
uumber of engineers is about four thousand, 
and the strike is in consequence of a reduc- 
ion of ten per cent. in wages. It is stated, 
however, that the matter has been brewing 
tor months. The strike only extends to the 
lines of the company west of Pittsburg. 

The Pennsylvania Central runs by pur- 
chase and lease nearly fifty lines of railroad, 
including over six thousane miles of railway, 
and some of the most important roads West 
aud North. 

Both sides sefm determined to hold 
out. The Assocjation of Engineers has 
a large fund on hand to support its 
members. The company is very wealthy 
aod powerful. Whe Brotherhood of 
engineers has repudiated the violent con- 
duct of those engineprs who have obstructed 
trains and soaped the tank water so as to 
render it unfit for engine use. This is wise.

Te penalties for exercising the 
functions of physician or druggist without proper 
authority are severe: heavy fines for the first offense, 
and ‘mprisonment for the second—mere diplomas 
not being sufficient to authorize these learned gentie- 
men to praouce unless licenses are superadded there- 
to.
